HAVANA, Cuba, Feb. 17.—The sixth 
Pan-American conference virtually con- 
cluded its labors tonight with results 
entirely satisfactory to the United 
States. The question of outlawing the 
intervention policy of the United 
States in the policing of the Caribbean 
region was postponed _to the next’ Pan- 
American conference, five years hence.

Stocks Crash 


Selling Rush 


New York, Feb. 17.—[Special.]—At 
a time when it was least expected, 
the stock market took a nose dive to- 
day, passing through the widest break 
that has been seen on the exchange 
since Oct. 17, 1927. Stocks of every 
description were swept downward in a 
rush of liquidation that started soon 
after the opening and continued, with 
occasional pauses, until the close. 

The selling movement reached its 
peak in the last hour, during which 
more than 1,000,009 shares changed 
hands in frantic trading. Net losses 
in representative stocks ranged from 
2 to more than 6 points. In all, 739 
separate issues were dealt in, the 
greatest number since Dec. 28, when 
the previous high record of 732 issues 
was established. 

Average Net Decline of $2.91, 

The New York Times’ combined 
averages, embracing fifty selected 
stocks, showed a net deciine of $2.91, 
the sharpest since the break of $3.07 
on Oct. 17, 1927. The averages cover- 
ing twenty-five leading industrial 
stocks declined $4.33 today and those 
covering twenty-five rails $1.49. 

The stock market community was 
wholly unprepared for the break. 
Brokegs expressed the opinion that 
professional operators, as well as the 
public, waiting for a favorable oppor- 
tunity to liquidate, felt that the pro- 
pitious time had arrived. 

General Motors became the focal 
point of the selling wav¢. Opening 
at 136%, and selling ex-dividend, this 
_sgtock’receded gradually until a low of 
/133% was reached. A feeble rally in 
the late trading brought it up to 133% 
at the close, with a net loss of 2%.

Moving Days 
to Be Spread 
Through Year 


Plans of the Chicago Homes Eco- 
nomic council, recently organized to 
do away with peak renting seasons on 
May 1 and Oct. 1 of each year, have 
progressed to a point which spells suc- 
cess and which, backers of the plan 


3 
‘declare, will end the semi-annual mov- 


ing jam which has held the city in its 
grip from time immemorial. 

More than 200 concerns in the rent- 
ing division of the Chicago Real Es- 
tate Board have agreed to support the 
project. Among the organizations 
who have swung behind the move- 
ment are the Chicago Real Estate 
Board, Chicago Association of Com- 
merce, Chicago Mortgage Bankers’ as- 
sociation, Chicago and Cook County 
Bankers’ association, Builders’ associ- 
ation, Electrical Contractors, Chicago 
Coal Merchants’ Advertising council, 
and Movers’ association. 


To Change Lease Wording. 

Under the Home Economics coun- 
cil’s plan, leases expiring on May 1 or 
Oct. 1 will be made out for 13, 14, 15, 
or 16 months at the tenant's option, 
thus removing the expiration date 
away from the former peak periods. 
This applies to the first renewal only. 
Subsequent renewals will then be fo 
one year. 

Since that council’s campaign was 
started, it was revealed, members of 
the Chicago Real Estate Board's rent- 
ing division have agreed to place 
50,000 apartments, available May 1, 
under the new leasing plan. This fig- 
ure is estimated at one out of every 
five of the 250,000 apartments vacated 
semi-annually. 

According to Oliver S. Turner, chair- 
man of the coundil’s committee, and 
vice president of 
Inc., the number pr bly will be 
greatly augmented by May 1. Other 
officers are A. H. Hollander, vice 
chairman, president of the Illinois Fur- 
niture Warehduse association, and 
John W. O'Leary, treasurer, president 
of the Chicago Trust company.

“The almost universal practice of 
terminating leases on either May 1 or 
October 1 has been fraught with many 
economic evils,”” Mr. Turner asserted. 
“It has challenged, the earnest at- 
tention of every property owner, ten- 
ant, tradesman, real estate agent, 
builder and investment banker in Chi- 
cago. 

“Traditéon is hard to slay. But we 
find that this evil hag finally reached 
the point where it is costing citizens 
several million dollars annually. The 
Homes Economics council, backed by 
these organizations, Las decided that 
this expensive habit must be broken.” 

, Advantages cited for the tenant un- 
der the new practice will be better and 
far quicker service from moving, ‘tele- 
phone, gas and electric companies. 
Children will not suffer through being 
transferred from one school to another 
at a time when there are only six 
or seven weeks remaining of their 
term.

State’s Attorney Russell O. Hanson 
told Judge Davis that he would put 
the youth on trial within the ‘next 
four months. The boy’s attorneys will 
ask that hé be released on bail to 
morrow morning. 

On the first twenty-two ballots taken 
by the jury the vote had been seven to 
five for conviction, with life imprison- 
ment the penalty. Then the majority 
decided that fourteen years’ tmprison- 
ment would be sufficient and two 
jurors. joined those who had voted the 
youth {ity. 

On the f ird ballot the three 
jurors who still insisted that the boy 
was not guilty re William Seipp, 
Robert Thompson, and Samuel Cal- 
kins, all farmers. |

The proposed “terminable" permit 
pill of Ald. Jacob M. Arvey was pre- 
ented, in rough form, yesterday to 
‘he council subcommittee which is 
drafting transit enabling legislation.

“Under this bill, the ‘terminable’ 
franchise could be made absolutely 
tual,” commented Ald.

Our 
course is dead wrong; but I see no 
way to change it. We are headed for 
a serious blunder which we cannot 
jater correct.

be approved by the people before it 
pecomes effective.”’

anything lawful, which is not against 
public policy, for better and more tran- 
sit facilities."

MR. WILLIS’ ACID TEST. }

It isa pretty safe generalization that the candi- 
date indorsed by the Anti-Saioon league is the 
inferior candidate. In Illinois, for example, Small 
has always had the league’s indorsement and 
Frank Smith had it even after the source of his 
campaign fund was revealed. The principle is 
even more readily deduced from Ohio's political 
history: That is because Ohio is the birthplace 
and home of the league and it is in Ohio that the 
league acts most nearly as its peculiar genius dic- 
tates. It was the Anti-Saloon league which threw 
its veil of piety about the Ohio gang and to that 
extent gave Teapot Dome and the Veterans’ bureau 
scandal to the nation, to mention only the most 
memorable of the gang’s benefactions. 

It is not a coincidence that the league is so often 
found supporting corruptionists and incompetents. 
The incompetents lean upon the league for guid- 
ance and the corruptionists count ppon the league 
for moral rehabilitation, knowing that nothing in 
their past records will alienate the league so long 
as they vote on sumptuary legislation as the league 
dictates. If politicians ever are in doubt regarding 
the league’s attitude in these matters, they 
quickly verify the relationship by observing t 
horde of undesirable clergymen loafing about 
Washington and the state capitals, lobbying for 
bad and dubious measures and bringing discredit 
upon thousands of sincere Christians, in and out 
of the pulpit. 


Mr. Willis’ statement has clarified the situation 
for Ohio Republicans, if it needed clarification. 
He has intimated that the only issue of any conse- 
quence in the selection of a President of the United 
States is the candidates’ views on prohibition and 
Mr. Willis' views are the views of the Anti-Saloon 


league. 


CHEAPER ELECTRICITY. 


The Commonwealth Edison company has an- 
nounced a reduction in rates to domestic con- 
sumers of electric current in Chicago. The present 
reduction, like fourteen others that preceded it, is 
made at the company’s own initiative. It is rea- 
sonable to expect that as a result of the lower 
rates there will be some increase in the amount 
of current: consumed; otherwise, the reduction in 
rates would mean a loss to the company estimated 
at more than a million dollars a year. 

Mr. Insull’s special genius it is to distribute and 
manufacture electric current. We put it in that 
order because there are others who know how to 
make it as well as he does, but few, if any, who 
know how to distribute it as broadly and as eco- 
nomically. In consequence, Chicago's rates for 
electricity are said to be among the lowest in the 
world for steam power and compare favorably 
with water power rates. Cheap power in Chicago 
has been an important factor in the growth of 
the city. 

The problem of power distribution involves much 
more than finding new customers. Rates must 
be adjusted to provide as equitable a division of 
the load through the twenty-four hours of the day 
as can be obtained. The achievement of Mr. Insull 
and his associates offers no comfort to advocates 
of public ownership of generating plants.

PEOPLE OF ILLINOIS VERSUS THE LEN SMALL- 
BIG BILL MACHINE. 
{The San Francisco (Cal) Chronicle.] 

Resignation and reappointment do not change the 
status of Frank L. Smith of Illinois in his efforts to 
crash the gate into the United States senate, He is 
still the same Smith who was twice rejected by the 
senate, once on appointment and once on election, be- 
cause it considered that the source and expenditure 
him an unfit person for membership. 

If Smith was unfit upon the two previous occasions 
he is still unfit. The constitution does not promise 
forgiveness to repentant political sinners. And, if it 
did, reappointment by Gov. Len Small would not 
constitute a penance, neither would reélection by the 
Len Small-Big Bill Thompson machine launder the 
character of their candidate to the whiteness of snow. 

In denying admission to Smith the senate has not 
deprived Illinois of its constitutional right to repre- 
sentation. On the contrary, it insists that Illinois 
be properly represented. And while a senator may be 
eaid, strictly speaking, to be spokesman for his state, 
in a wider sense he represents the entire nation. HK 
is for this reason that the constitution entrusts to 
both houses of congress the absolute power to pass 
upon the elections and qualifications of their respec- 
tive members. There is no legal method of appeal. 
from the judgment of either house on this point, not 
to the other house, or to the President or to the courts. 
You cannot mandamus congress. 

Yet there is an appeal from this arbitrary power, 
and Mr. Smith has used it. He has carried his case 
into the court of national public opinion. And in 
that court of last resort he has lost his appeal. He 

may continue to agitate his local party organiza- 
tion. He may stand for reélection, even be re- 
elected. But this will not open the senate to him. 
Twice rejected, when the senate acts on his reappoint- 
ment, Mr, Smith will find that three strikes are out! 

If the Len Small-Big Bill Thompson machine should

As the word 

was not explained to him, and he got no 

medicine, he fecls that he is about where 

he stood before he spent his money for 
medical service. 

name of emphysema. In one there jis air 
or gas in the tissues themselves. For 
instance, when in the early days of the 
world war a wounded soldier got a gas 
bacillus infection, bubbies of gas could 
be felt under the nearby skin. This is 
one form of emphysema. 

Since this correspondent did not fill 
this bill, it is reasonably certain he has 
the other kind of emphysema. . 

- When the bronchial! tubes or the air 
8acs are overdistended, it is called em- 
physema. This is the other kind. It 
is a condition rather than a disease. It 
is an effect rather than a cause, though 
it may, in time, cause some symptoms. 
If a man has asthma he may become 
emphysematous as the result of striving 
for breath. Men who have had heart 
disease of the kind that causes them to 
struggle for breath, have it. 

It may result from whooping cough, 
or violent coughing from other causes. 
Bronchitis is given as a cause. Many 
of the people who have great pouter 
pigeon chests are emphysematous, espe- 
cially those who, at the same time, are 
shortwinded. It is said at times to result 
from blowing wind instruments, such as 
cornets, trombones and bass horns. How- 
ever, Edsall does not agree with this. 
Glass blowing has been said to cause it. 
It has been attributed to mountain climb- 
ing.

The only apparatus is a truss. My advice 
is that she make many efforts to get a 
comfortable, efficient truse. 

As a rule, operation for radical cure of 
hernia is not advisable where the subject is 
eighty years of age. If an operation be done 
it should be under a local anesthesia. This 
is reasonably safe. 

The degree of discomfort due to the hernia 
should be the basis for decision for or against 
operation.

ENDANGERED. 
Chicago, Feb. 16.—I note with interest 
ur editorial, “ The ‘L’ Fares,” and 2 
particular your statement, “ It gas only 
five and one-half years ago that the 
order authorizing the weekly passes and 
the three tickets for twenty-five cents 
went into effect. Have transportation 
costs risen while other commodity prices 
have gone down or remained station- 
ary?” 
There is no justification for this enor- 
mous increase which figures 20 per cent 


over the present ticket rate and 50 per 
cent over the surface line fare. If the 
surface lines can operate on cash fare 
of 7 cents and ticket rate of 6 2-3 cents, 
employing two men per car, why does 
the “LL” need an increase to a flat 
10 cent fare employing at a maximum 
one man per car and on the Jackson 
Park-Howard, Evanston lines, by the 
use of pneumatic doors, only 3 and 4 
men for 4 and 5 car trains respectively? 
The business men of the loop district 
complained that the no parking ordi- 
nance affected their business. This un- 


reasonable and exorbitant fare increaze 


will have a far greater effect. 
The elimination of the weekly pass 
will be a mistake. Pass riders can ride

French T oast. 


First, or before we make any re 
marks, let us give a recipe for French 
toast from a French book. In that 
book it has the name “ Pain Perdu,” 
which is qply one of the names it has. 
in that language. The recipe in this 
case reads: 

“Boil one pint of milk with the 
grated rind of a lemon and four table 
spoons of sugar. Toast some small 
slices of bread and put them two or 
three minutes in the milk. Dip each 
slice in a beaten egg, and fry in but- 
ter. Serve hot, sprinkled wae pow- 
dered sugar.” 

Nearly every book of Weeneh 
recipes translated for American use 
contains a recipe for this ‘“ Lost 
Bread.” Quite often it is vanilla 
flavored, but an experimenter who 
turned to an American recipe, of a 
not too careful but most active food 
exploiter, found she got something 
else again, and a something she did 
not like, with a recipe which called for 
twelve. slices of bread, three cups of 
milk, one egg, one teaspoon sugar, a 
few grains of salt.

|RUSSIA LEADS 
WORLD IN LONG 
DISTANCE TRAINS. 


Ten Days’ Trip for the 


Siberian Express. 
BY HENRY WALES. 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service.] 
MOSCOW, Russia, Feb. 17.—De- 


spite lack of rolling stock and roadbeds 
that have not been kept in repair, the 
soviet government is maintaining a 
service of long distance express trains 
to various parts of the union which 
@Qwarfs other railroad services. 


Imagine trains that take ten days 
That is 
what the Trans-Siberian express, from 
Moscow to Viadivostock requires—242 
hours and 40 minutes to cover nearly 
6,000 miles. It means an average 
running time of twenty-five miles an 
hour, and there is seven hours’ dif- 
ference of time between the termini. 

The- trains make stops of not more 
than ten and fifteen minutes in all 
but the largest cities encountered, 
and then only half an hour in Tomsk, 
Omsk, Krasnioarsk, Irkutsk, and 
Chitka. 

The Trans-Siberian carries three or 
four sleeping cars and a dining car 
all the way, as well as first class 
coaches and “ hardcars,” second class 
cars where there are no cushions. In- 
stead of crossing China through Har- 
bin, it goes north and follows the 
course of the Amur river, making a 
great curve to Vliadivostock. The 
through train to Peking and Port 
Arthur crosses the Manchurian fron- 


tier and proceeds via Harbin, with a 


junction at Mukden. 
A Long Distance Train. — 

Another long distance train is the 
Moscow-Batum express, via Baku on 
the Caspian sea. This line makes 4 
long hairpin turn; the road goes down 
the Caucasus to Baku, then doubles 
back across the isthmus to the Black 
sea port. The distance is 2,100 miles, 
which is covered in ninety-five hours. 
The running time is slightly slower 
than on the Siberian line, owing to 
the tremendous grades. 

A triple nightly service is operated 
between Moscow and Leningrad. The 
400 mile trip is made in eleven hours. 
The fast trains run at night, leaving 
either city at 9, 10, and 11 p. m. and 
arriving at their destination the fol- 
lowing morning. One is a solid sleep- 
ing car train, the others have sleeping 
ears attached, and there is a restau- 
rant car serving meals and drinks and 
other refreshments al! night. 

The new Leningrad-Murmansk line, 
constructed during the war to give 
Russia an ice-free winter harbor on 


‘the Arctic ocean, runs a nightly ex- 


press covering the 900 miles in forty 
hours and a half. The journey from 
Moscow to Odessa—900 miles—is ne- 
gotiated in thirty-six hours by two 
fast trains daily.
